ami    law    by    May    9. 

The  general  assembly  of  the  Presby- 
terian ChurOh  In  Ireland  has  issued  an 
appeal  on  behalf  of  this  church  against 
Home  Rule,  which  has  been  sent  to  the 
free  church  council'  in  England.  After 
pointing  out  that  the  institution  of 
Homn  Rule  in  Ireland  would  Immediately 
result  in  life  virtual  exclusion  of  Irish 
Protestants  from  any  share  in  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  country,  the  appeal  goes 
on  to  say  that  the  obvious  means  of 
extending  the  papal  power  in  the  coun- 
try is  that  provided  by  the  ecclesiastical 
control  of  the  education  of  the  people. 
On  this  question  the  will  of  the 
hierarchy  would  beyond  a  doubt  prevail 
in  an  Irish  Parliament 

New  Era  of  Friction 
In  regard  to  the  plea  that  it  was 
necessary  to  relieve  the  imperial  Par- 
liament of  some  of  its  work,  the  ap- 
peal asserts  that  far  from  relieving 
Parliament  from  the  worry  of  Irish 
question*,  it  would  open  a  new  era  of 
Continuous  friction  between  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland.  To  Ireland  it  could 
bring  no  gain. 

Ireland,  the  appeal  declares,  in  rapid- 
ly advancing  in  P' -dirpexlty  and  content* 
mem.

A.  Bjassett,  the  local  district  manager 
of   the  company. 

For  some   time  past  the  company  has 
had    In,  mind    the   Idea  of   establishing  a 
number   of   new    stations,    all    North     of 
Kort    Maepherson,    the   most      Northerly 
outpost  of  the  company   *t    present,   with 
a  view    of    extending    their    fur      trade. 
From    reports  <by    officials    of    the    com- 
pany and  others,   they  are  Informed  not 
only    Of   the   fact   that   there  arc  plenty 
of  fur  animals  roaming  about  there,  but 
also    that    there   will    be    little    difficulty 
in   establishing  trade   relations    with   the 
Esquimaux  who   inhabit  the   region,  ami 
who,  of  course,   hunt    for  food.

In  February,  1858,  during  a  period  of 
Intermittent  fever  at  Ternate.  the  how 
arose  In  his  mind  with  the  recollection 
of  the  "Essay"  Of  Mai  thus  on  popula- 
tion, and  there  flashed  upon  him  all  the 
possible  effects  of  the  struggle  for 
existence.

1X58,  before  the  Llnnean  So- 
ciety, together,  with  a  statement  by 
Darwin  along  the  same  lines.  Wal- 
lace's hastily  produced  sketch  not  only 
pursued  a  line  of  thought  parallel  to 
that  of  Darwin,  except  In  excluding  the 
analogy  of  natural  with  human  selec- 
tion, but  embodied  the  permanent  sub- 
stance  of  th"  selection  theory  as  II. 
Stands  today,  after  fifty-five  years  of 
world-wide   research.

death."'  Our  hearts' were  thrilled  with 
the  story  o£  "the  very  gallant  gentle- 
man" who  went  out  into  the  storm  to 
die;  bat  What  shall  we  say  of  the  man 
y|W  Whllft  4fflth  wljh  its  icy  fingers 
was  gripping  at  his  heart  could  write 
to  his  wife:  "The  great  God  has  called 
me.  Take  comfort  )n  that  I  die  in 
peace -with -the -world  and  myself  and 
not  afraid."  No  finer  message  than 
this  ever  came  from  one  about  to  step 
beyond  the  veil  which  separates  life 
Horn   death. 

Tho   diary   of   the     expedition     shows 
what  manner  of  man  Scott  was,     His  Is 
a  splendid  figure  among  the  leaders  of 
men.      n      was    tried    as    fVw    men   have 
ever  been  tried,  and  if  it   was  not  pos- 
sible  for   hlro    to   conquer,    he   at   least 
died   uneonriuered.     We  cannot   hope   to 
■  rcciato   the     feelings     of     the     little 
party   when   tlu-y  reached   thelx  goal  only 
ti^find  that  Amnlundsen  had  been  there 
before    them.     That   the  disappointment 
must   have   been   keen,    we   can   well   un- 
derstand,   but    how    keen    it    must    have 
n    we   can   never   hope    to  know,  for 
we  can  never  really  appreciate  the  na- 
tur,    of    the    efforts  which   had   enabled 
them    t"   reach    the  Pole.     The  story  of" 
the    return   Journey   is     of     one     long, 
heroic    struggle.

'I'll.,    world    is    poorer    for    the    loss    of 
h  men;  but  it  is  immeasurably  richer 
by   reason  of  the  great  example. 

Scott's   last   words  recall    the  closing 
lines  which  the  poet  Campbell  puts  into 
the  mouth  of  "The  Last  Man,"  who  de- 
"fhe   darkening  Universe" 

"To  quench  his  immortality 
Or  shake  his  faith  in  Ood." 

The  fancy  of  the  poet  has  been  sur- 
passed by  the  deed  of  the  man,  who, 
unafraid,  answered   the  call  of  God.

Victoria  has  no  municipal  power  supply* 
and  therefore  has  had  tojraake  nb  large 
borrowings  for  its  development  in  the 
way  of  municipal  street  railways  or  of 
electric  power  generally,  which  have 
cost  so  much  to  the  municipalities  on 
other  sjde   of  the   Rockies,   but  re- 


should  not  do  in  matters  of  internal 
economy.  The  United  States,  on  the 
other  hand,  seems  disposed  to  assert  a 
species  of  suzerainty  over  Mexico,  and

much  of  all  these  millions  has  gone  or 
will  En  into  rh„  pockets  of  farmers  of 
Vancouver  Island  to  pay  for  food  con- 
sumed by  the  people  to  whom  the 
greater  part  of*  these  millions -was  or 
will  bo  paid?  Before  the  improvements 
now  ordered  at  the  Outer  Harbor  have 
been  completed,  and  this  will  only  be 
two  years  or  so,  probably  $5,000,000  will 
be  paid  out.  Very  much  of  this  will 
be  for  labor  of  one  kind  and  another, 
because  the  breakwater  and  piers  are 
to  consist  of  rock  and  concrete  and 
both  of  these  will  be  obtained  .locally. 
How  much  of  thts  will  the  Vancouver 
Island  farmers  get?  Will  they  get 
more  or  less  than  the  California  farm- 
ers, or  the  Oregon  farmers  or  the 
^  '  hiugton  farmers,  or  even  the  Mani- 
toba farmers,  not  to  speak  of  others? 
We  are  not  going  to  answer  these  ques- 
tions, because  we <do  not  know  what  the' 
answers  are.  We  only  say  they  are  well 
worth  thinking  over.  Suppose  all  of 
this  money  that  will  go  to  pay  for  food 
products  which  can  be  raised  here,  were 
actually  paid  out  to  farmers  here,  would 
it  not  make  all  the  difference  In  the 
world  to  business?  The  local  farmer 
would  spend  his  money  in  the  local 
stores.

The  consequence  Is  that  the  liabilities 
of  Victoria  are  so  moderate  in  com- 
parison with  the  importance  of  the  oitv 
and  with  the  wealth  and  number  of  its 
population  that  he  would  indeed  W  a 
bold-  man  who  "would  question  its  capa- 
city: to  meet  every  engagement  which 
it's,  experienced  administrators  would 
deem  it  advisable  to  enter  Into. 

The  factors  which  insure  this  city  be- 
ing in  a  position  to  meet  all  Its  liabili- 
ties are  well  stated  in  the  foregoing 
paragraph.  They  are  of  a  character 
which  under  ordinary  conditions  should 
render  it  a  comparatively  easy  task  for 
Victoria  to  secure  all  the  money  she 
wants  for  civic  development.  It  Is  well 
to  point  out  also  that  it  is  not  only  the 
municipal  credit  that  is  in  such  good 
standing.  We  are  Informed  on  excellent 
authority  that  there  isjno  city  in  Can- 
ada whose  merchants  and  tradesmen 
occupy  a  higher  regard  In  the  eyes  of 
the  distributing  houses  of  the  rest  of 
the' Dominion.  This  is  an  excellent  ad- 
vertisement In  The  Trade  and  apeaks 
volumes  for  the  character  of  the  busi- 
ness done  In  the  community. 


this  purpose  have  been  steadily  advanc- 
ing, until  thts  year  they  are  144,465,320. 
as  compared  with  $24  888,410  In  .1910. 
KtiKsia  during  the  last  few  yeara  has 
made  enormous  Increases,  due  to  the 
fact  that  her  navy  was  practically 
destroyed  during  the  Russo-Japanese 
War.

Germany,  spurred  on  by 
the  ambition  of  her  Bmperor,  realized 
that  she  has  a  great  future  on  the 
water  and  that  the  time  would  come 
when,  to  accommodate  hrr  surplus  popu- 
lation, it  would  he  necessary  to  extend 
her  colonial  possessions.  It  Is  possible 
that  she  may  have  had  no  such  object 
in  view,  but  the  sudden  desire  for 
naval  aggrandizement  appeared  as  a 
challenge  to' British  supremacy.  Britain 
recognized  In  her  action  a  Justification 
for  increasing  the  strength -of  the 
Royal  Navy.  The  other  Powers  were 
not  long  <n  following  the  example,  so 
that  an  accumulation  of  armaments  un- 
paralleled in  the  world's  history  is  the 
result.  It  is  little  wonder  under,  these 
circumstances  that  In  suggesting  s 
year's  naval  holiday  Mr.  Winston 
Churchill  should  have  specifically  re* 
f erred  the  offer  to  Germany.  That  is 
the  country  mainly  responsible  for  tb» 


foverlsh  competition  In  warship  eon,* 
structlon  that  is  engaging  the  attention 
of  ths  great  Powers.  Germany  will  not 
consider  .the  suggestion..  sdvanced_bx 
Britain's  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty, 
so  that  the  presumption  is  that  armar 
ments  'will  continue  to  increase  In- 
definitely. With  her  scattered  responsi- 
bilities, her  great  merchant  marine,  the 
overwhelming  volume  of  her  oversea 
trade  and  the  enormous  coast  line  she 
has  to  protect.  Britain  has  every  reason 
to  keep  well  ahead  of  her  rival  In  naval 
expansion.  That  she  has  contrived  to 
do  so  far.  but  the  burden  grows  heavier 
each  year.

was  being  made.  The  report  was  adopt- 
ed, and  the  dean's  resolution  that  the 
executive  oommittee  take  steps  for  the 
permission  of  having  special  collections 
for  the  college,  in  response  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  authorities  of  the  same,  to 
show  that  the  Synod  realized  the  Im- 
portant work  that  is  being  carried  on 
by  the  Theological   College,   was  par 

A  resolution  of  regret  wits  passed  at 
the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  T.  R.  Smith, 
who  had  served  the  church  in  this 
diocese  for  so  many  years  faithfully  and 
sincerely  In  SO  many  different  ways, 
also  a  resolution  of  sympathy  with  the 
Rev.  A.  E.  Price,  of  Alert  Bay,  who  was 
unable  to  be  present  at  the  Synod 
through  sickness.

81 
books  were  read  and  the  little  folks 
took  out  a  hundred  supplementary  read- 
ers and  896  books  of  fairy  lore.  Of 
music,  games  and  drawings,  193  vol- 
umes were  taken  out.  and  34  volumes 
of  a   religious  character  found   readers. 

In  addition  to  this,  there  Is  always 
reading  going  on  at  the  tables  and  books 
of  reference  are  consulted.  It  is  well 
worth  while  for  mothers  and  fathers  to 
study  these  returns  In  some  homes 
the  children  have  books  in  sufficient 
number  nnd  variety  to  suit  all  tastes 
but  these  are  the  exception.  It  Is  far 
better 'that  children  from  other  homes 
should  take  their  books  from  the  library 
than  that  they  should  buy  or  borrow 
them  without  guidance  or  direction. 
This  work  that  has  been  so  auspleloi 
begun  is  capable  of  very  wide  expansion 
B,nd  it  Is  to  be  hoped  that  the  means 
,it  the  disposal  of  the  commissioners 
win.  grew  with  the  demands  of  the  chil- 
dren  for   good   books. 

Cultivation  of  Vaoant  tots 
Of  Canadian  cities,  Ottawa  is  perhaps 
the  most  omblilous  to  be  called  beauti- 
ful. It  has  the  advantage  of.  being  the 
capital  of  Canada  and  the  Government 
is.  preparing    plans   for   its   adornment. 

Tel  The  Evening  Journal  sees  In  the 
vacant  lots  scattered  throughout  the 
city  blemishes  which  the  citizens  them- 
selvea  should  remove.

To  completely  fulfil 
the  objects  of  forestry  It  la  necessary 
to  go  furthef  and  investigate   the  poa* 
Slbllltiea   of  conserving  our   forests  by 
reducing  waste  in  manufacture,  by  pro- 
longing the  life  of  forest  products  used 
in  construction,  and  by  developing  usea 
t»t  .p»odur,ta  nnw  WiUtftfl  jiff' Mlft.lacK, 
Mrf  knowledge  as  to  how  they   may  b« 
employed.       This  subject  1b  treated- tty 
A.   G.    Mclntyre,   superintendent  Of  Do- 
•minion    forest  products  laboratories,   in 
an  article  in  The  Journal  of  Commerce 
and  Shareholder. 

Forest  services  In  older  countries 
have  felt  the  necessity  finally  of  un- 
dertaking scientific  investigations  of 
such  matters,  he  says.  Such  work  has 
been  carried  on  in  Germany  and  other 
European  countries,  in  the  United 
.States,  and  in  some  of  the  other  Brit- 
ish dominions,  and  where  it  has  heen 
undertaken  It  has  appealed  strongly  to 
those  engaged  in  manufacturing  who 
have  given  it  every  assistance  and  even 
material  support. 

All  forest  services  have  felt  the 
necessity  finally  of  undertaking  scien- 
tific Investigation  of  such  matters  and 
thone  which  have  been  established  for 
any  length  of  time  are  doing  so.  A 
laboratory  and  Investigation  Staff  was 
established  four  years  ago  by  the 
United  States  forest  service  at  Madi- 
son, Wisconsin.  In  co-operation  with 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  for  Inves- 
tigations of  this  nature,  and  the  work 
has  appealed  strongly  to  the  manufac- 
turers who  have  given  it  every  en- 
couragement. An  analytical  study  of 
the  modern  logging  camp  and  sawmills 
shows: 

Waits   or   Wood. 

1.  That  25  per  cent  of  the  volume 
of  all  trees  cut  is  left  on  the  ground 
in  the  form  of  cull  logs,  tops,  and 
stumps.  This  material  checks  natural 
reproduction,  Increases  greatly  the 
danger  of  fire,  and  retards  the  clear- 
ing of  the  land  for  agricultural  pur- 
p.,s-.<'6  when  it  Is  suitable  for  such  pur- 
poses. 

2.  Thnt  many  trees,  especla.ly  of 
certain  species,  are  left  because  it  Is 
thought  Ihey  do  not  furnish  wood 
suitable  for  the  needs  of  commerce. 
Until  comparativelv  recently  red  gum 
wax  considered  worthless  because  It 
could  not  be  seasoned  without  serious 
warping  and  checking.  Tupelo  gum 
was  ignored  for  the  same  reasons. 
Western  larch,  western  hemlock,  and 
loplolly  pine  were  not  UBed  because 
they  were  not  as  strong  and  dura-hle 
as  longleaf  pine  and  In  the  Southern 
States  could  not  be  sold  because.  It  was 
thought  they  were  not  as  good  as  the 
hardwoods  of  the  Ohio  Valley.  Buefc 
ca.«es  are  rapidly  becoming  fewer  In 
number  but  even  yet  the  forests  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  contain  splen- 
did trees  that  are  left  to  the  fires  and 
winds,  ostracize,!  froSn  the  wOods  of 
commerce  becaure  in  thp  stress  of 
business  competition  no  one  has  time 
to  determine  whether  or  not  It  Is 
practicable  to  use  them,  as  well  as 
the  species   that  are  better  known. 

X  That  after  the  sawlogs  reach 
the  mill  50  per  cent  of  their  volume 
is  wasted  In  the  form  of  hark,  slabs, 
Sawdust,  edcings,  and  trimmings.  Some 
of  this  waste  Is  used  In  fuel  but  in 
most  cases  the  larger  part  of  it  ir?  de- 
stroyed   In    burners   or    thrown   away. 

We  also  discover.  If  we  carry  our 
analysts  further,  that  after  wood  Is 
put  Into  service  Its  period  of  use- 
fulness Is  greatly  diminished  because 
It  Is  not  properly  protected  against 
organisms  which  destroy  It,  such  ns 
decay  producing  fungi,  insects,  and 
marine  borers. 

Lumbermen  and  owners  of  stump- 
age  have  grown  so  accustomed  to  re- 
garding these  wastes  as  necessary  that 
they  are  frequently  Impatient  with  the 
man  who  c.ills  their  attention  to  them, 
and  predicts  that  the  time  will  com" 
,t.«  it  has  with  the  steel  and  packing 
industries  when  the  present  CO-called 
wastes  will  be  turned  Into  sources  of 
profit. 
s  Economic  Advantages. 

Wood  Is  a  fibrous  material,  the 
fibres  of  which  are  composed  of  cel- 
lulose and  lignln.  When  the  fibres 
are  separated  they  are  valuable  for 
the  manufacture  of  paper,  fiber  board 
and     other    fibrous     materials.  It     has 

aluo  been  demonstrated  that  cellulose 
can  be  converted  Into  fermentable 
■ugars  from  whlvh  alcohol  can  he 
made.  Wood  alcohol,  pyrollgneons 
acid,  acetate  of  lime,  artificial  silk  and 
many  other  products  have  been  manu- 
factured from  cellulose,  if  method* 
can  be  perfected  so  that  these  pro- 
cesses may  be  applied  with  profit  to 
mill  and  forest  wastes  the  economic 
Importance  of  the  development  will  be 
stupendous: 

1  It  will  Increase  the  value  of 
forest  lands  to  the  point  where  It  may 
be  profitable  to  the  government  or  In- 
dividual to  grow   timber.  • 

2.  It  will  decrease  greatly  the  cost 
of  clearing  agricultural  lands. 

3.  It  will  change  methoda  of  log- 
ging In  that  all  slash,  tops,  cull  logs, 
etc..    will    be    brought    from    the    woods,

GREAT  SALVAGE  FEAT 

•eater     Fart    of    Shipbuilding    Mt 
on  Board  Saved  Wben  Matsura 


At  the  North  Wall  yards  of  the  Dub- 
lin Dockyard  Company  there  was 
launched  on  October  18  the  second  of 
the  two  fishery  cruisers  built  to  the 
order  of  the  Canadian  Government  for 
the  protection  of  ,  fisheries  on  the 
coasts  of  British  Columbia,  and  for 
hydrofjraphical  purposes.  The  vessel 
put  into  the  water  three  weeks  ago  to- 
,lay  is  in  every  way  a  duplicate  of  the 
Malasplna,  launched  in  Juiy  last,  and 
now    on    her    maiden    trip    to    this    port. 

Like  the  Malasplna  the  newest  fish- 
ery vessel  has  been  constructed  to  tnke 
the  highest  class  In  Lloyds  register, 
her  dimensions  being :  length,  between 
perpendiculars.  162  feet;  beam,  moulded. 
27  feet:  and  depth,  'moulded.  13  feet 
11    inches. 

The  machinery  wril  be  supplied  by 
Messrs.  David  Rowan  &  Co.,  of  Glasgow 
and  will  be  capable  of  developing  a 
speed  at  sea  under  -working  conditions 
of    fourteen   and    three-quarter  knots. 

As  three  weeks  have  elapsed  since 
the  new  vessel  was  launched  It  is 
probable  that  nhe  has  been  towed  to 
Glasgow  by  this  time  to  have  her 
machinery  installed.  It  is  expected 
that  she  will  be  fitted  out  in  lime  to 
set  sail  on  her  initial  trip  before  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  Malaspina  Is  now 
heading  round  the  South  American 
coast  and  is  looked  for  late  this  month, 
or  early  In  December.  -She  left  Green- 
ock. September  "*.  and  was  last  report- 
ed leaving  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  Octobers.

The  Matsura  Maru  was  a  steel  vessel, 
of  6,000  tons,  built  in  England,  and 
was  on  her  maiden  voyage  to  the  Far 
East  in  charge  of  Captain  Keith,  a  for- 
mer N.  V.  K.  skipper,  with  about  4.000 
tons  of  shipbuilding  materials  consigned 
to  Japanese  yards.  It  was  first  thought 
by  the  salvage  engineers  that  all  the 
cargo  would  have  to  be  jettisoned,  but 
It  was  afterwards  found  feasible  to 
float  the  vessel  when  800  tons  had 
been   thrown   overboard. 

Salvage  operations  had  to  be  suspend- 
ed owing  to  a  recent  typhoon  which 
did  little  damage  to  the  vessel. 

Site  is  now  undergoing  repairs  in  the 
Orient.  Her  stern  frame  was  badly 
damaged  and  Nd's  1  and  S  holds  were 
punctured.

nut  ./th.T.Aise  they  do  not  (or  did 
not  seem  to)  act  like  ordinary  light  at 
all.  For  example,  when  ordinary  light 
Is  passed  through  a  prism  It  Is  bent 
slightly  out  of  its  straight-line  course, 
and  the  degree  of  bendfrig  varies  with 
the  color — that  Is,  with  the  wave 
length  of  light.  So,  when  a  compound 
light  like  sunlight  Is  put'  through  the 
prism  it  is  split,  up  Into  all  the  colors 
pf  the  rainbow. 

Again,  ordinary  light  rays  when 
passed  through  certain  substances  like 
turmallne  are  "polarized"— that  is, 
only  those  vibrations  which  He  in  a 
particular  plane  get  through.  And. 
again,  it  la  possible  to  measure  the 
"wave  length"  or  ordinary  light,  even 
of  those  waves  which  lie  far  abov* 
(HH  far  toslQw  the  limits  of  irUlWWy, 
But  All  this  was  impossible  with  the 
X-rays. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  everybody 
knows,  ttje  X-rays  are  generated  when 
a  metal  plate^ttra  vacuum  tube  "ig- 
bombarded  by  an  electrical  stream.  It 
is  one  of  the  greatest  discoveries  of  re- 
cent years  that  this  electrical  stream, 
this  beautiful  glow  which  Is  seen  in- 
side the  vacuum  tubes,  is  due  to  my- 
riads of  electric  "atoms"  or  particles 
which  act  for  all  the  world  like  the 
particles  of  a  gas — air,  for  example. 
But  while  the  weight  and  "oharge"  of 
these  electrical  atoms  can  actually  be 
measured,  no  such  measurement  could 
be  made  with  the  "X-rays."  And  so 
the  puzzle  remained. 

Very  recently,  however,  some  Kr.s- 
lish  and  German  physicists  have  found 
substances  which  react  in  a  very  pe- 
culiar way  to  the  X-rays.  Certain 
crystals,  and  the  rough  edges  of  m!ea 
plates  and  the  like,  it  has  been  dis- 
covered, will  act  like  a  glass  prism  to 
the  rays,  so  that  the  latter  can  now  be 
manipulated  much  like  the  rays  of  or- 
dinary light.  And  in  this  way  It  has 
been  established  that  the  rays  are  ac- 
tually little  pulses  of  light.  But  they 
axe    incredibly    thin    and    small.  Or- 

dinary light  waves  are  measured  to 
fractions  of  a  metre — very  small  frac- 
tions— to  be  exact,  in  millionths  of  a. 
thousandth  of  a  metre.  A  millionth  of 
a  metre  is  called  a  micron,  and  a 
thousandth  part  of  this  Is  called  a 
micromlcon.  The  longest  visible  rays 
are  700  or  800  Of  these  units  In  length, 
and  the  shortest,  at  the  violent  end  of 
the  spectrum,  are  about  500.  It  is  pos- 
sible to  measure  ultraviolet  rays, 
which  are  less  than  100  units  In 
length.  But  no  method  of  measure- 
ment has  yet  been  devised  which  can 
give  any  accurate  idea  of  the  waves 
in  the  X-ray  pulses.  Probably  they 
are  not  a  thousandth  part  of  the  size  of 
the  smallest  of  the  ultraviolet. 

But  now  that  their  nature  has  been 
determined,  now  that  they  can  be  "re- 
fracted" and  "polarized"  Just  like  or- 
dinary light,  it  is  only  a  matter  of 
time  when  marvellous  lnstrurr.ent- 
makers  and  Ingenious  experimenters 
will    find    a.  way    to    determine    their   ac-
